E  was  the  only  Son  of  Jo, 
Dugdale,  late  of  'Shujloke,  near 
Coles-Hill,  in  the  County;  of 
Warwick,  Gentleman,  by  Eliz- 
abeth his  Wife,  Daughter  of 
Arthur  Swynfen,  a  Younger  Son  to  William 
Sycynfen  of  Swynfen,  in  the  County  of  Staf- 
ford Efq^  and  Born  at  Shujioke  the  12  th 
of  September,  Anno  1605,  ( the  Third  Year 
of  King  James  I. ) 

This    John   being    the  only   Child  of 

James  Dugdale  of  Clttherow,  in  the  County 

of  Lancafter,   Gent,   (which   Name    and 

A  Family 
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Family  had  been  of  long  continuance  in 
thofe  Parts,)  had  his  chief  Education  in 
St.  Johns  College,  in  the  Univerfity  of 
Oxford^  where  applying  himielf  to  the 
Study  of  the  Civil  Law,  he  took  the  De- 
gree of  Matter  of  Arts  5  and  continuing 
there  for  the  Space  of  Fourteen  Years,  was 
for  fome  Time  Clerk  of  the  Accompts  for 
that  College,  and  Steward  of  their  Courts, 
in  which  Employment  Mr.  JamesWhitlocke, 
(afterwards  a  Knight,  and  One  of  the  Ju- 
itices  of  the  Court  of  Kings-Bench,*)  fucceed- 
ed  him. 

During  fome  Years  of  his  Stay  in  that 
College,  being  Tutor  to  William  Paulet, 
only  Son  to  the  Lord  Giles  Paulet,  Young- 
er Son  to  William,  the  Firft  Marquifs  of 
TFincbefier,  of  that  Ncble  Family  :  Upon 
his  leaving  the  Univerfity,  refolving  to  fet- 
tle in  the  Country,  he  took  liking  to  the 
Woodland  Part  of  Warwick/hire,  where 
Mr.  Paulet  had  a  Fair  Eftate,  and  Selling 
his  Lands  in  Lancajlnre,  gave  a  large  Fine 
to  him  for  aLeafeof  the  Impropriate  Reftory 
of  Sbufioke  aforefaid  for  the  Term  of  60 
Years,  where  rinding  the  Houfe  ruinous  he 
built  it  all  anew. 

Fixing  himfelf  there,  and  Marrying  as 
aforefaid,  he  had  only  Two  Children  by 
his  faid  Wife,  viz.  Mary,  a  Daughter, 
(who  became  the  Wife  of  Mr.  Richard 
Seawall,  Son  to  Mr.  Henry  Seawall,  an  Al- 
derman of  Coventry,*)  and  this  William,  his 
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only  Son  $  who  had  his  Firft  Education  in 
Grammar-Learning  under  Mr.  Tho.  Sibley, 
Curate  at  Nether-Wbitacre,  (near  Shujloke 
aforefaid,)  until  he  arrived  to  the  Age  of 
Ten  Years,  and  upwards  5  afterwards  un- 
der Mr.  James  Cranford,  in  the  Free-School 
at  Coventry,  until  he  was  near  Fifteen  Years 
of  Age  iy  but  then  returning  to  his  Father, 
he  received  further  Documents  from  him, 
in  reading  feveral  Law-books,  beginning 
with  Littleton**  Tenures. 
.  His  Father  being  Aged,  and  very  Infirm 
by  a  Dead  Palfie  in  his  Limbs,  thinking  fit 
to  fee  him  Match'd  in  his  Life-time,  he 
thereupon  Wedded  Margery,  the  Second 
Daughter,  to  John  Huntbache  of  Seawall,  in 
the  Parifh  of  Bijhbury,  in  the  County  of 
Stafford,  Cent,  on  the  ]  7th  Day  of  March, 
1622,  and  20th  Year  of  King  James :  After 
which  he  Tabled  with  his  Wife's  Father 
until  his  own  Father  Died,  viz.  July  4.  Anno 
16245  but  foon  after  went  to  Housekeep- 
ing at  Fillongley,  in  the  fa  id  County  of 
Warwick,  where  he  had  an  Eftate  formerly 
Purchaled  by  his  faid  Father. 

In  Anno  1625,  (1  Car.  1.)  he  Purchafed 
the  Mannor  of  Blythe  in  the  Parilh  of  Sbu- 
ftoke  aforefaid  5  and  the  next  enfuiiag 
Year,  (fl'cet,  Anno  1626.)  Sold  his  Eiiate 
in  Fillongley,  and  came  to  rc^de  at  Elytbe- 
Hall.

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His  natural  Inclinations  being  to  the  Stir 
dy  of  Antiquities,  he  was  not  a  little  eir 
courag'd  thereto  by  Samuel  Roper,  Efq5 
•(  a  Derbyjlnre  Gentleman,  and  Barrifter  at 
Law  in  Lincoln's-Inn,  )  a  Perfon  much 
efteem'd  for  his  Abilities  therein,  with 
whom  (  by  Reafon  that  he  was  Cofin-Ger- 
man  to  Mr.  Richard  Seawall,  his  Sifter's 
Hufband, )  he  had  firft  Acquaintance  about 
the  Year  1615. 

After  he  thus  fettled  at  Blythe-Hall,  ha- 
ying read  the  Defcription  of  Leicefierjlnre, 
Publifh'dby  UvJVilliam  Burton,  of  Lind- 
Jev,  in  that  County,  (  about  Eight  Miles 
diftant  from  Blyt  he-Hall,)  he  was  introduc'd 
into  his  Acquaintance  by  Mr.  Fijber  Dilke, 
-of  Shuftoke,  aforefaid,  (a  Kinfman  to  Mr. 
Burton,  )  and  by  the  faid  Mr.  Burton,  into 
the  Acquaintance  of  Sir  Simon  Archer,  of 
Tamworth,  in  the  faid  County  of  Warwick, 
Knight,  who  being  much  affefted  to  Anti- 
quities, and  having  made  fome  Colle&ions 
out  of  divers  Ancient  Writings,  did  freely 
communicate  to  him  what  he  had  fo  gather- 
ed, and  "brought  him  acquainted  with  mod 
of  the  Gentlemen  of  Note  in  the  County  5 
who  being  defirous  through  his  Jncitanon 
to  preferve  t  he  Honour  of  their  Families  by 
fome  fuch  Pubiick  Work,  as  Mr.  Burton  had 
done  by  thofe  in  Leicejlerpire,  did  freely 
communicate  unto  him  the  Sight  of  their 
Ancient  Evidences,  amongft  the  which  he 
found  none  more  knowing,   and  forward  to 
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encourage  fuch  a  Work,  than  Sir  Simon 
Clarke,  of  BromerCourt,  in  the  Parifli  of 
Salford^  who  imparted  to  him  divers 
Things  of  Confequence,  efpecially  the  Lei- 
ger-Book  of  the  Priory  of  Kenilworth. 

Continuing  his  Acquaintance  and  Con- 
verfation  with  the  faid  Mr.  Burton,  &s  alfo 
with  Sir  Simon.  Archer,  (  which  began  about 
the  Year  1630,)  Sir  Simon  Archer  going 
to  London  with  his  Lady  in  Eafter  Term, 
Anno  1638,  much  importun'd  the  faid 
Mr.  Dug  dale  to  accompany  him  in  that 
Journey  5  w  hereunto  he  affenting,  Sir -Si- 
mon being  acquainted  with  the  Learned 
Sir  Henry  Spelman,  Knight,  (  a  Perfon  Fa- 
mous for  his  Knowledge  in  Antiquities,) 
and  then  near  Eighty  Years  of  Age,  brought 
Mr.  Dugdale  to  him 5  who  receiving,  him 
with  great  Humanity,  and  finding  upon 
Difcourfe  wTith  him,  and  the  Sight  of  divers 
Colle&ions  relating  to  The  Antiquities  of 
Warmckjlme,  (  which  he  then  fhewed  him, ) 
that  he  had  made  forne  good  Progrefs  in 
thofe  Studies,  told  him,  That  being  a  Per- 
fon fo  well  inclin'd  to  that  Learning,  and 
fo  good  a  Proficient  therein,  that  he  efteem- 
ed  him  very  fit  to  ferve  the  King  in  the  Of- 
fice of  Arvis^  and  that  the  moft  Noble 
Thomas,  Earl  of  Arundel,  then  Earl  Mar- 
ihal  of  England,  having  by  Virtue  of  that 
Office  the  Nomination  of  all  .fuch  as  were 
admitted  into  that  Society,  would  think  it 
a  good  Service  to  the  Publick  to  prefer  fuch 

there- 
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thereunto  as  were  thus  naturally  qualified, 
and  found  Sedulous  in  thofe  Studies,  of- 
fering to  recommend  him  the  faid  Mr.  Dug- 
dale  to  his  Lordlhip  for  that  Purpofe. 

Which  he  did  accordingly  5  whereupon 
he  was  introdue'd  unto  that  Honourable 
Perfon  5  firit  by  Sir  George  Grejleley,  of 
Drakelow,  in  the  County  of  Derby,  Baronet, 
( who  was  then  in  London,  )  and  well 
known  to  his  Lordfhip  during  this  his  Stay 
there,  waiting  fome  time  upon  Sir  Henry 
Sfelman  5  Sir  Hsnry  told,  him*,  that  There 
was'  a  Torkfbire  Gentleman,  one  Mr.  Roger 
Dodfwortb,  who  had  taken  much  Pains  in 
Search  of  Records,  and  other  Ancient  Me- 
morials, relating  to  the  Antiquities  of  that 
Country,  but  efpecially  as  to  the  Monaftery 
Foundations  in  the  Northern  Parts  of  this 
Realm,  which  Work  he  did  not  a  little 
recommend  to  the  Pains  and  Care  of  fome 
induftrious  and  diligent  Searchers  into  An- 
tiquities ^  affirming,  that  out  of  his  own 
great  AfFe&ian  thereto,  he  had  in  his  youn- 
ger Years  got  together  the  Tranfcripts  of 
the  Foundation  Charters  of  divers  Monafte- 
ries  in  Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  (  himfelf  being 
a  Norfolk.  Man, )  much  importuning  Mr. 
Dugdale  to  join  with  Mr.  Dod/worth  in  that 
Commendable  Work,  which  by  the  Reafon 
of  his  Youth,  and  Inclination  to  profecute 
thofe  Studies,  might  in  Time  be  brought  to 
forpe  Perfection. 

Unto 
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Unto  which  Propofal  Mr.  Diigdale  readi- 
ly affented,  and  within  few  Days  after,  ca- 
fually  meeting  with  Mr.  Dodfworth,  at 
Mr.  Samuel  Roper's  Chamber  in  Lincolrfs- 
Imie,  and  communicating  of  what  they  were 
in  Hand  with,  as  to  their  farther  Progrefe 
in  thofe  Studies,  readily  engaged  themfelves 
to  each  other,  to  endeavour  the  gaining  of 
what  Tranfcripts  they  could  obtain  from 
any  Ancient  Leiger-Books,  Publick  Records, 
Original  Charters,  or  other  Manufcripts  of 
Note,  in  Order  thereto  $  but  ftill  with  this 
Refervation,  that  Mr.  Dugdale  fhould  not 
negled:  his  Colledions  touching  The  Anti- 
quities of  Warwick/hire,  wherein  he  had 
made  a  confiderable  Progrefs. 

Being  thus  in  London,  and  defirous  to 
gain  Acquaintance  with  all  Perfons  there, 
of  Note,  who  flood  affeded  to  Antiquities, 
Mr.  Roper  brought  him  to  Mr.  Henry  Lillye, 
an  Arms-painter  in  Little-Britain,  who  ac- 
cording to  that  Meafure  cf  Learning  he  had 
gained,  was  not  a  little  vers'd  in  thofe  Stu- 
dies, having  been  imployed  by  divers  Per- 
fons of  Honour  and  Quality  in  Framing 
their  Pedigrees  out  of  Original  Evidences, 
and  other  Warrantable  Authorities. 

Hereupon  converfing  fome  time  with  Mr, 
Lilly  e,  he  there  accidentally  met  with  one 
Mr.  Richard  Gafcoigne,  a  Torkjlnre  Gentle- 
man, who  alfo  flood  much  affected  to  thofe 
Studies,  efpecially  as  to  Matters  of  Pedi^ 
gree,  wherein  he  had  taken  fome  Faint  tot 

divers 
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divers  'Northern  Families,  who  having  great 
Acquaintance  with  Sir  Chrifiopher  Hat  ton, 
of  Kirby,  in  the  County  of  Northampton, 
Knight  of  the  Bath,  ( afterwards  Created 
Lord  Hatton, )  a  Perfon  highly  affeded  to 
thofe  Studies,  and  who  had  not  fpared  for 
Coft  in  gaining  fundry  Trftifcripts  from 
Publick  Records,  Leiger-Books,  Ancient 
Charters,  and  many  Choice  MSS,  brought 
Mr.  Dugdale  to  that  moft  Worthy  Perfon, 
by  whom  he  was  made  Welcome,  with  all 
Expreflions  of  Kiridncfs,  and  Readinefs  to 
further  him  in  thofe  his  Labours. 

In  order  thereunto  Sir  Chrifiopher  made 
him  foon  acquainted  with  Sir  Thomas  Fan- 
jbaw,  (his  near  Kinfman,)  at  that  Time  the 
King's  Remembrancer  in  the  Exchequer, 
(afterward  Lord  Vifcount  Fanfiiaw^)  by 
Means  of  which  great  Office  he  had  the  Cu- 
ftody  of  divers  Leiger-Books,  and  other 
'Manufcripts  of  great  Antiquity  ^  fpecialiy 
that  notable  Record,  called  tht  Red  Book  $ 
as  alfo,  Tefia  de  Nevill,  Kirb/s  Queft.  Norm- 
7ia  Villarum,  and  others  5  to  all  which  by 
his  Favour  he  had  free  Accel's^  nor  was  he 
lefs  careful  to  obtain  the  like  x^ccefs  for  him 
to  the  Records  in  the  Tower  of  London, 
through  his  Intereft,  with  Old  Mr.  Collet, 
the  Chief  Clerk,  at  that  Time  there  under 
Sir  John  Burroughs,  whom  he  amply  re- 
warded with  Sundry  Gratuities,  for  his 
Kindnefs  and  Pains  in  furthering  Mr.  Bug- 

dale% 
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dale,  as  to  his.Colledions  from  thofe  Rari-» 
ties  there  repofed. 

During  his  Stay  alfo  at  London^  at  that 
Time,  he  was  by  the  faid  Mr.  Samuel  Roper 
brought  into  the  Acquaintance  of  Sir  Thomas 
Cotton,  Baronet,  Son  to  the  mod  Worthy 
Sir  Robert  Cotton,  Founder  of  that  incom- 
parable Library  in  his  Houfe  at  Weft?ninftery 
of  moft  Rare  and  Choice  Manufcripts, 
whereby  he  had  alfo  Accefs  thereto,  and 
made  fuch  Collections  as  were  of  Singular 
Ufe  to  him  in  feveral  Volumes,  which  have 
fince  been  made  Publick  by  the  Prefs. 

By  the  faid  Mr.  Roper  he  was  alfo  intro- 
duce into  the  Acquaintance  of  Mr.  Scipio 
Squire,  then  one  of  the  Vice-Chamberlains 
of  the  Exchequer ,  through  whofe  Kindnefs 
and  Favour  he  had  Accefs  to  that  Venerable 
Record,  called  Doomf day- Book,  as  alfo  to  the 
Fines,  Plea-Rol/s,  and  fundry  other  Things 
of  Antiquity  remaining  in  the  Treafury. 

Nor  was  Sir  Chrijlopher  Hatton  lefs 
zealous  in  giving  him  all  poflible  Encourage- 
ment in  thefe  his  Studies  :  For  having  fe- 
conded  Sir  Henry  Spelman,  in  recommending 
him  to  the  Earl  of  Arundell,  the  faid  Earl 
fent  for  him  in  Sept.  following,  {Anno  1638.) 
and  obtained  the  King*s  Warrant  to  create 
him  a  Purfevant  at  Arms  extraordinary,  by 
the  Name  of  Blanch-Lyon,  and  thereupon  fo 
created  him  at  the  King's  Royal  Palace  of 
Richmond  in  Surrey,  upon  the  24th  of 
that  Inftant,  September.  Afterwards,  upon 
C  the 
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the  Removal  of  Mr.  Edward  Walker,  Rouge 

Croix-purfeva7it,  to  the  Office  of  Cbefier  He- 
rald, his  Lordfhip  obtain  d  his  faid  Maje- 
fties  Letters  Patent  for  creating  him  Rouge- 
Crcix-purfevant  in  Ordinary,  bearing  Date 
18th  of  March,   1639. 

By  which  Means  having  a  Lodging  in- 
the  Heralds-Gffce,  as  aifo  fome  benefit  by 
Funerals,  and  othenyife,  with  the  Yearly 
Salary  of  70  L  out  of  the  King's  Exchequer, 
for  his  Support ,  he  thenceforth  fpent  the- 
greateft ,  Part  of  his  Time  in  London,  in  or- 
der to  the  augmenting  his  Collections  out 
ofthofe.  Records  in  the  Tower,  and  other 
Places,  until  by  the  Influence  of  a  predo- 
minant Party  in  that  Parliament,  begun 
at  IVefim'wfter  3d  l\cve?;iber,  Anno  1640, 
which  being  tainted  with  Puritanical  and- 
Antimonarehical  Principles,  took  away 
the,  Life  of  the  moft  Prudent  and  Loyal 
Earl  of  Strafford.  Lord-Lieutenant  of  Ire- 
land, and  lmprifoiVd  the  moft  Reverend 
Anchhifhop  of  Canterbury,  notwitbitanding 
all  Specious  Pretences  of  Loyalty  to  the  King^ 
Maintenance  of  the.  Religion  by  LawEfta- 
bliihed,  and  Privil  f  Parliament,  he 

was  forced  from  thence :  By .  their  Begin- 
nings it  was  plainly  tlifcerned  by  the  moil 
Judicious  Men  what- afterwards,  -^as  ac- 
complilh'd  by  the  Grand  Contrivers  in  that 
unhappy  Convention,  that  is  to  fay,  the 
utter  Subversion  of  the  Religion  by  Law 
Eftabliflfd,    and    Extirpation    of    Monar- 

chick 
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chick  Government,  whereby  no  other  coul  J 
be  expedted  than  the  Profanation  of  all 
Places  of  God's  publick  Worfhip,  Dcftru- 
ftion  of  Monuments  in  Churches,  and  de- 
facing whatfoever  was  Beautiful  and  Orna- 
mental therein. 

The  fa-id  Mr.  Bugdale  therefore  receiv- 
ing Encouragement  from  Sir  Chriftopher 
Hai'ton  beforementioned,  then  a  Member 
of  the  Houfc  of  Commons,  (who  timely 
forefaw  the  near  approaching  Storm.)  in 
Summer,  Anno  1641,  having  with  him  one 
Mr.  William  Sedgwick,  (a  skilful  Arms- 
painter,)  repair'd  firft  to  the  Cathedral  of 
St.  Paul  in  London,  and  next  to  the  Abbey 
Church  at  Weft?nivfter,  and  there  made  ex- 
ad:  Draughts  of  all  the  Monuments  in  each 
of  them,  copying  the  Epitaphs  according 
to  the  very  Letter  5  as  alio  all  Arms  in  the 
Windows,  or  Cut  in  Stone  5  and  having  fo 
done,  rode  to  Peterborough  in  North  ampton- 
ftnre,  Ely,  Norwich,  Lincoln,  Newark  upon 
Trent,  Beverley,  Southwell,  King  ft  on  upon 
Hull,  York,  Selby,  Chefter,  'Litchfield, 
Tamworth,  Warwick,  and  did  the  like 
in  all  thofe  Cathedral,  Collegiate,  Cc?r- 
ventual  ,  and  divers  other  Parochial 
Churches,  wherein  any  Tombs  or  Moni> 
ments  were  to  be  found,  to  the  end  that  the 
Memory  of  them  -  in  Cafe  of  that  Deflru- 
dion,  then  Eminent,  might  be  preferved 
for  Future  and  Better  Times  ^  which 
Draughts  are  in  the  Cuflody  of  the  now 
C  2  Lord 
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Lord  Hatton,  being  trick'd  by  the  faid 
Mr.  Sedgwick,  then  Servant  to  the  faid  Sir 
Cbriftophtr  Hatton. 

And  as  it  was  feared,  fo  it  foon  fell  out  $ 
all  Things,  through  the  Influenceof  the  Pre- 
dominant Party  in  the  Parliament,  tending 
every  Day  more  and  more  that  Way,  info- 
much  that  in  March  following,  the  King 
himfelf,  his  Queen,  and  Royal  iflue,  forc'd 
by  Tumults,  countenanced  by  thofe  great 
Mafters  of  Mifchief,  were  conftrain'd  to 
betake  themfelves  for  Safety  to  other  Places  3 
that  is  to  fay,  the  King,  Prince,  and  Duke 
of  Tcrk,  unto  the  City  of  Tork  the  9th  of 
March,    1 64 1,  and  the  Queen  into  France. 

His  Majefty  being  therefore  neceflitated 
thus  to  continue  in  thofe  Northern  Parrs, 
where  many  of  the  Nobility  attended  him  $ 
having  alfo,  for  his  better  Security,  afpecial 
Guard  of  the  mod  Loyal  Gentlemen  of 
that  County,  by  Warrant  under  his  Royal 
Signet  Manual,  bearing  Date  the  Firft  of 
June,  Anno  1642,  commanded  the  faid 
Mr.  Dugdale  forthwith  to  repair  thither  to 
him,  according  to  the  Duty  of  his  Place, 
.who  thereupon  did  fo,  and  continued  there 
till  about  the  midft  of  July,  that  he  received 
his  Majefties  Command  to  wait  upon  the 
Earl  of  Jsortbampton,  Lord  Lieutenant  of 
the  County  of  Warwick,  into  that  County 
where  the  Earl  was,  by  Virtue  of  his  Ma- 
jefties Special  Commiffion,  under  the  Great 
Seal  of  England,  to  array  and  af  m  all  Per- 
form 
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fons  Able,  and  of  fufficient  Strength,  for 
Prefervation  of  the  Peace  in  this  Realm. 

In  Obedience  whereunto  he  attended  the 
faid  Earl  to  the  Borough  of  Warwick*  and 
divers  other  Places  in  that  County,  where 
.  many  of  the  Train'd-Bands,  and  other  Loy- 
al People,  came  to  hisLordlhip  with  Hor- 
fcs  and  Arms  accordingly  :  But  the  Predo- 
minant Party,  which  then  fat  at  Weftmin- 
Jtei\  machinating  the  Ruin  of  Monarchy, 
and  advancing  themfelves  into  all  Places  of 
Power  and  Profit,  mod  falily  fuggefting  to 
the  People,  That  his  Majefty  had  a  Defiga 
to  fubvert  the  Religion  by  Law  Eftablifh'd, 
and  govern'd  by  an  Arbitrary  Power,  rais'd 
great  Forces  throughout  all  Parts  of  the 
Realm,  under  Colour  of  defending  the 
fame,  making  Garrifons  in  fundry  Places  of 
Strength  3  and  amongfl  others,  fent  many 
Soldiers  with  Arms  and  Ammunition  into 
the  Caftles  of  Banbury  in  OxforJ/bire  and 
Warwick,  commanded  chiefly  by  Robert 
Lord  Brooke,  one  of  their  then  greateft 
Confidents,  to  the  no  little  Affrightment  of 
moft  People  in  thofe  Parts. 

The  Earl  of  Jsortbampon  therefore  dis- 
cerning in  what  Danger  the  County  then 
was,  and  advertizing  his  Majefty  thereof, 
procured  his  Special  Warrant,  bearing  Date 
vxTork  the  4th  of  Augufl^  1642,  directed 
to  the  faid  Mr.  Dugdale,  requiring  him 
forthwith,  according  to  the  Duty  of  his 
Place,  to  repair  to  thofe  Ca  Ales  of  Banbury 

and 
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and  War wick,  and  to  command  the  fa  id  Lord 
Brooke,  and  his  Adherents,  to  lay  down  ail 
their  Forces,  as  well  Horfe  as  Foot,  and  to 
deliver  up  all  their  Arms  and  Ammunition 
to  the  Commiffioners  of  Array ,  and  fudi 
others  as  by  his  Majefty  were  then  Autho- 
rize for  that  Purpofe  $  as  alfo  to  difpofe 
themfelves,  and  return  to  their  refpe&ive 
Homes  $  and  in  Cafe  of  Refufal,  to  pro- 
claim them  Traitors  againft  the  King,  his 
Crown  and  Dignity. 

All  which  being  performed  by  the  faid 
Mr.  Dugdale  in  his  Coat  of  Arms,  and 
Trumpets  Sounding  before  him,  the  Caftle 
of  Banbury,  with  all  the  Arms  and  Ammu- 
nition therein,  was  delivered  up  according- 
ly ^  but  the  Caftle  of  Warwick  being  a  Fort 
of  far  more  Strength,  and  manned  by  a  grea- 
ter Number  of  Soldiers,  under  the  Com- 
mand of  Sir  Edward  Pefo  of  Cheftertcn,  in 
that  County,  Knight,  moft  rebellioufly  con- 
temn d  that  Summons  5  Sir  EdwardFeto  al- 
iedging,  That  he  was  entrufted  with  it  by 
the  Parliament,  rjnd  would  defend  it  accord- 
ingly. Whereupon  he,  and  ail  his  Adherents 
there,  were  proclaim'd  Traitors  at  the  Caftle 
Gates  by  the  faid  Mr.  William  Dugdale,  in 
Purfuance  of  his  faid  Majefty's  Warrant. 

That  thofe  Rebels  were  by  this  Time 
grown  thus  Obftinate  it  was  no  wonder, 
having  captivated  the  People  with  rnoft  bold 
and  falfe  Suggeftions  of  his  Majefty's  Pur- 
pofe to  enilave  them  by  an  Arbitrary  Pow- 
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er,  pretending  what  Glorious1  Affertere  they 
WQuld  be  of  their  Liberties  5  fo  that  in  eve- 
ry P^rt  of  the  Realm  they  gain'd'  great 
Numbers  of  People,  and  raifed  a  powerful 
Army  under  the  Command  of  Robert,  then 
Earl  ofEJJex,  which  being  defcerned  by  the 
King,  he  forthwith  ere&ed  his  Royal  Stan- 
dard at  Nottingham  upon  the  12th  of  Augufi% 
whereunto  very  many  Worthy  Men  moft 
Loyally  reforted. 

Soon  after  which  divers  arm'd  Forces  re- 
bellioully  poffefling  themfelves  of  feveral 
other  ftrong  Caftles  and  Towns  in  other 
Parts  of  the  Realm,  amongft  which  the  City 
of  Coventry  was  one  of  the  Firft,  (through 
the  Aid  of  many  Sectaries  and  Schifmaticks,) 
which  fiock'd  in  unto  them  with  Arms  and 
Ammunition,  efpecially  from  that  Populous 
Town  of  Birmichcvn,  relying  much  upon 
the  Security  of  that  Place  by  Reafoq  of  the 
Strength  of  its  Walls,)  his  Majefty,  upon 
Advertifement  thereof,  march'd  up  from 
Tork  withfome  Troops  of  Horfe,  command- 
ed by  the  Lord  Byron,  and  coming  to  Ston- 
ley-Houje^  (about  Four  Miles  diftantr  from 
Coventry^)  by  his  Special  Warrant,  bearing 
Date  the  20th  of  Augujl,  commanded  the 
faid  Mr.  Ditgdale  to  Summon  that  City,  and 
to  require  all  fuch  Perfons  as  were  there 
in  Arms,  to  deliver  to  fuch  Perfons  as  his 
Majcfly  did  then  Authorize  to  receive  them, 
and  to  depart  peaceably  to  their  own  Homes  $ 
but  in  Cafe  of  Refufal  to  proclaim  them 

Traitors 
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Traitors  againft  his  faid  Majefty,  his  Crown 
and  Dignity.  All  which,  upon  their  obfti* 
nate  Refufal  to  give  Obedience  thereunto, 
was  accordingly  perform'd  by  the  faid  Mr. 
Dugddle. 

During  the  King's  Stay  at  Stonlej,  finding 
the  City  of  Coventry  thus  Rebellious,  and 
Warwick  Caftle  Garrifond  by  the  Lord 
Brooke,  (as  hath  been  obferved,)  his  Maje- 
fty, upon  his  Return  to  Nottingham,  plac'd 
Two  Companies  of  Foot,  and  One  of  Dra- 
goons, in  his  Caftle  of  Kenih:orth,  (the 
ftrongeft  Fort  in  all  the  Midland  Parts,) 
fituate  betwixt  Coventry  and  Warwick  :  But 
within  few  Days  after,  having  Intelligence 
that  the  Power  of  the  Rebels  in  that  Coun- 
ty increafed,  and  fearing  that  thofe  Soldi- 
ers, fo  put  into  Kemlvcorth  Caftle,  might 
be  diftreffed  by  a  Siege,  he  fent  Two  Troops 
of  Horfe,  and  One  of  Dragoons,  to  fetch  off 
thofe  Men,  with  their  Arms  and  Ammuni- 
tion 5  and  becaufe  he  knew  that  the  faid 
Mr.  Dugdale  was  well  acquainted  with  the 
Ways  in  that  County,  appointed  him  to  ac- 
company Sir  Richard  Willis,  who  com- 
manded that  Party,  as  his  Guide,  purpofing 
to  bring  them  off  as  privately  as  might  be. 
To  which  end  they  marching  from  Mount- 
Sorsll  in  Leicefterjhire  on  the  Sunday  Morn- 
ing, came  about  Ten  of  the  Clock  at  Night 
to  Kenilworth,  where,  though  they  made 
fuch  Hafte  in  getting  Carriages  for  their 
Ammunition,    that   they   march'd   out   of 

that 
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that  Caftle  by  Seven  of  the  Clock  next  Morn- 
ing $  nevcrthelefs,  by  Intelligence  given  to 
the  Rebels  in  Coventry ,  fo  great  a  N  umber 
of  thofe  with  Horfe  and  Foot  purfu'd  them, 
as  that  they  were  conftrain'd  to  make  a  Stop 
in  Curdworth-field,  (Two  Miles  Northward 
from  Coles-hill,)  and  to  encounter  them  ^ 
where  they  charged  thofe  Rebels,  (though 
Five  to  One  in  Number)  fo  ftoutly,  that 
they  put  them  to  the  Rout,  and  took  divers 
of  them  Prifoners,  which  they  brought  that 
Night  to  Tamwortb,  and  the  next  Day  to 
Tutbury  Caftle  5  the  {aid  Mr.  Dugdale  hailing 
immediately  to  Nottingham  to  acquaint  the 
King  therewith. 

Thefe  Soldiers  being  thus  got  fafe  to  Tut- 
bury,  join'd  with  thofe  Forces,  which  (his 
Majefty  having  rais'd  at  Nottingham)  were 
on  their  March  towards  Shrewsbury ,  (viz. 
on  the  1 2th  of  September,)  unto  which 
Place  the  faid  Mr.  Dugdale  gave  Attendance 
on  his  Majefty  5  and  thence,  after  the  corn- 
pleating  of  his  Army  there,  to  the  Battle 
of  Kineton,  (commonly  called  Edge-Hill 
Battle,  which  happened  on  the  23d  of 
08obei\)  and  fo  to  Oxford  $  thence  alfo  to 
Reading  and  Brandfordy  his  Majefty  then 
purpofing  for  London  $  but  finding  the  Pow- 
er of  the  Rebels  fo  much  increafed  by  the 
Citizens  Confluence  to  them  from  that  Po- 
pulous Place,  after  fome  Skirmifties  near 
Brandford,  (where  the  King  took  many  Pri- 
foners,) he  returned  to  Oxford,  and  there 
D  fixed 
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fixed  his  chief  Refidence,  fortifying  it 
with  Out-works,  for  the  better  Security 
thereof. 

Oxford  therefore  being  thus  made  the 
chief  Garrifon,  where  his  Majefties  Great 
Officers,  viz.  Lord  Keeper,  Lord  Treafu- 
rer, '  £f  c.  and  Council  of  State,  kept  their 
Refidence,  the  faid  Mr.  Dugdale  attending 
his  Majefties  Service  there,  wTas  (  with  di- 
vers ethers  of  the  King's  Servants,)  admit- 
ted to  the  Degree  of  Mafter  of  Arts  $  and 
having  taken  Notice  of  the  moft  remarkable 
Faflages  in  Kineton  Battle,  (  on  which  he 
"was  a  Spectator,)  to  the  End  that  the  Re- 
lation of  all  Particulars  relating  thereto 
might  be  the  better  underftood^  (accompa- 
nied with  fome  Gentlemen  of  Note,  and  a 
Skilful  Surveyor,  he  exactly  Surveyed,  no- 
ting where  each  Army  was  drawn  up,  how 
and  where  the  Cannon  on  each  Part  were 
placed,  as  alfo  the  particular  Graves  where- 
in all  the  Slain  were  buried 5  obferving  from 
the  Relation  of  the  Neighbouring  Inhabi- 
tants, the  certain  Number  of  Bodies  which 
Jay  interr'd  in  every  Grave,  which  in  the 
whole  did  not  amount  to  full  One  Thou- 
fand,  though  the  general  Report  of  the  Vul- 
gar made  them  no  lefs  than  Five  Thou- 
find. 

Whence  returning  to  Oxford,  and  there, 
by  his  Majefties  Command,  continuing  un- 
til the  Surrender  of  that  Garrifon  to  the  Re- 
bels the  2  6th  of  June,  1646,  (which  want- 
ed 
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ednot  Four  Months  of  Four  Years,)  his 
Eftate  in  the  Country  being  Sequeftred  by 
the  Rebels  all  that  Time,  he  there  performed 
fuch  Service  in  attending  the  Funerals  of 
fundry  Noble  Perfons,  and  others  of  r. 
Quality,  (fome  of  which  were  flain  in 
thofe  Wars, )  as  belonged  to  the  Duty  of 
his  Office  3  and  upon  the  Death  of  Sir  John 
Borrough,  Knight,  then  Garter,  Principal 
King  of  Arms,  who  departed  this  Life  there 
upon  the  aift  of  OBober,  1643,  Sir  Henry 
St.  George,  Knight,  then  Norroy9  King  of 
Arms,  being  advanc'd  to  the  Office  of  Gar- 
ter, and  Edward  Walker,  Efq,  then  Cbejler- 
Herald,  made  Norroy,  the  faid  Mr.  Dugdale 
was  by  Letters  Patents,  bearing  Date  at 
Oxford,  aforefaid,  the  16th  of  April,  Anno 
1644,  C2°  Qir'  !•  Created  Cbejier-Hc- 
raid. 

Continuing  thus  in  Oxford,  he  thence 
took  a  Journey  ,  to  Worcejhr  in  Anno  1644, 
within  which  Diocefs  the  Southern  Parts  of 
the  County  of  IFanvick  lyeth^  where  ha- 
ving Perufal  of  the  Regifters  of  the  Billion, 
as  alfo  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter,  he  thence 
Extraded  the  like  Materials,  in  order  to  his 
Hiftorical  Work  ; of  JVarvcicUjfnre,  (after- 
wards made  Publick  by  the  Prefs, )  as  he 
had  done  at  Litchfield,  within  .which  Dio- 
cefs the  reft  of  the.  faid  County  is,  as  by 
his  Quotations  in  that  Volume  are  to  be 
feen. 

D  2  And 
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And  having  fufficient  Leifure  during  that 
long  Time  he  continued  in  Oxford,  applied 
himfelf  to  the  Search  of  fuch  Antiquities  as 
were  to  be  found  in  the  Famous  Bodleian 
Library,  as  alfo  in  the  Libraries  of  fuch 
Colleges,  and  other  Hands,  as  he  thought 
might  any  Way  conduce  towards  the  Fur- 
therance of  that  Work  of  the  Monaftery 
Foundations,  defign'd  by  Mr.  Roger  Dodf- 
roorth,  and  himfelf  3  as  alfo  of  whatfoever 
might  relate  to  Matter  of  Hiftory,  touching 
the  Ancient  Nobility  of  this  Realm  3  in 
which  he  found  very  much  for  that  Purpofe, 
whereof  he  made  great  Ufe  in  thofe  Vo- 
lumes Of the  Baronage  of  England,  fince  by 
him  PubliflriL 

But  the  Rebels  at  length  prevailing 
through  the  Aid  of  the  Scots,  (  who  made 
a  Second  Inyafion  hither  with  a  Mighty 
Army, )  whereupon  the  Garrifon  of  Oxford 
was  deliver'd  up  unto  them  upon  Articles  in 
June,  1646,  the  faid  Mr.  Dug  dale  having  the 
Benefit  of  thofe  Articles,  repair'd  fhortly  af- 
ter to  Londony  and  made  his  Compofition  at 
Goldfmith's-Hall  for  the  Sum  of  168  /.  After 
which,  having  formerly  proceeded  very  fir  in 
gathering  Materials  towards  his  defigned 
Work  of  The  Antiquities  of  Warwickflrire,  he 
went  again  to  London,  and  perfected  his  Col- 
lection from  the  Publick  Records  of  the  Tow- 
er, wherein  he  had  long  before  made  a  large 
Progrefs  5  where  hap'ning  to  meet  with  Mr. 
Dodfworth,  and   acquainting  him  how  he 

had 
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had  bellowed  his  Time  in  Oxford,  and  elfe- 
where,  in  gaining  Materials  in  order  to 
that  Work  of  Monafteries,  Mr.  Dodfwortb 
imparting  the  like  to  him,  he  found  that 
Mr.  Dodfworth  had  tranferibed  divers  Foun- 
dation Charters,  and  other  Grants  of  Con- 
fequence,  relating  chiefly  to  the  Northern 
Monafteries,  which  he  took  from  the  very 
Originals  then  remaining  in  fundry  large 
Chefts  depofited  in  St.  Marfs-Towcv  at 
Tork. 

After  which,  waiting  on  the  Lady  Hat- 
ton  to  Calais,  in  May  1648,  there  to  meet 
with  the  Lord  Hdtton  (  her  Husband ) 
from  Paris,  he  went  back  with  that  Lord 
thither,  and  making  Stay  there  near  Three 
Months,  through  the  Favour  of  Mr.  Francis 
du  Cbefne,  (Son  to  the  Learned  Andrew 
du  Cbefne,  deceafed,  )  the  faid  Mr.  Dugdale 
had  a  View  of  divers  Excellent  Colle&ions, 
taken  by  the  faid  Andrew,  relating  to  fun- 
dry  Monafteries  in  France  and  Normandy, 
and  other  Parts  of  that  Realm  :  Amongft 
which  finding  many  Things  of  Note,  touch- 
ing thofe  Religious  Houfes  in  England,  called 
Priories- Aliens,  (which  were  Cells  to  certain 
great  Abbies  in  thofe  Foreign  Parts,)  he  took 
Copies  of  them,  of  which  he  made  good  Ufe 
in  thofe  Volumes,  called  the  Monafticm  An- 
glicanum,  afterwards  publifhed  5  and  then 
returned  into  England,  having  Letters  of 
fafe  Conduft'  under  the  Sign  Manual,  and 
Signet  of  the  Queen  of  England,  (  Henrietta 

Maria  ^ 
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Maria, )  bearing  Date  at  St.Gemains  en  Lay 
upon  the  3d  of  Augufl. 

This  fo  fair  a  Colledion  got  together  by- 
Mr.  Dodfvcorth,  confidering  how  much 
Mr.  Dugdale  had  gathered  out  of  fundry 
Lciger-Books,  and  other  Authentick  MSS 
at  Oxford,  encouraging  them  to  perfed  the 
Work,  they  then  refolved  to  go  to  the  Re- 
cords in  the  Tower  of  London  3  from  which 
making  a  thorough  Search,  they  took  Co- 
pies of  all  that  they  deemed  moft  Material 
for.  the  fame.  And  having  fo  done,  Sir 
Thomas  Cotton  ( through  the  Interefl:  which 
Mr.  Dugdale  had  with  him)  gave  them 
free  Accefs  to  his  incomparable  Library,  in 
his  Houfe  at  Weftminjhry  (where  a  Multi- 
tude of  Leiger-Books  being  obtained  through 
the  Care  and  Coft  of  the  Famous  Sir  Robert 
Cotton^  [  .his  Father, )  were  then  pre- 
ferved. 

This  being  accomplifh'd,  and  finding 
there  many  Papers  of  State  made  up  in 
large  Bundles,  which  were  Original  Letters, 
and  choice  Memorials  obtain'd  by  the  faid 
Sir  Robert  Cotton  from fundry  Hands,  fome 
the  Xranfa&ions  betwixt  Cardinal  TVolfeyy 
Croviwel,  ( afterwards  Earl  of  EJfex, )  Se- 
cretary Paget,  Cecil  I,  Lord  Bur high,  Secre- 
tary Walfagham,  and  others,  relating  as 
well  to  Foreign  as  Domeftick  Affairs,  as 
alfo  the  Letters  and  Papers  of  Mary  Queen 
of  Scotland,  John  Duke  of  Norfolk,  and  fe- 
veral  Eminent  Perfons  in  thofe  Times,   the 

faid 
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faid  Mr.  Dugdale  forted  them  all,  both  as 
to  Time  and  otherwife,  and  caufed  them  to 
be  bound  up  with  Clafps,  with  the  Arms 
of  Sir  Thomas  Cottcn  on  each  Side  of  every 
Book  ^  all  which  amounted  to  about  Four- 
fcore  Volumes,  by  which  Means  they  are 
now  made  ufeful  to  all  Lovers  of  Hiftorical 
Learning. 

The  Collections  for  the  Two  Volumes  of 
the  Monafticon  being  thus  compleated,  and 
the  Publishing  of  them  by  the  Prefs  much 
defired,  an  Offer  was  made  to  feveral  Book- 
fellers  of  the  Copy,  on  fuch  indifferent 
Terms  as  might  have  defray'd  the  Charge 
of  thofe  Tranfcripts,  fo  made  from  Records 
and  otherwife,  as  hath  been  obferved :  But 
the  Bookfellers  declining  to  adventure 
thereon,  the  faid  Mr.  Dodjvrortb  and  Mr. 
Dugdale  joining  together,  hired  large  Sums 
of  Money  to  do  it  themfelves  5  the  Care 
and  Overfight  of  which  Work,  as  to  the 
Printing  Part,  lay  totally  on  Mr.  Dugdale, 
by  Reafon  that  Mr.  Dodjvrortb  departed  this 
Life  in  Lancajlnre  about  the  Middle  of 
Auguft,  Anno  1654,  before  the  Tenth  Part 
of  the  firft  Volume  was  difpatch'd  at  the 
Prefs. 

Here  it  will  not  ( I  prefume  )  be  amifs  to 
take  Notice,  that  .whereas  fince  his  Maje- 
-  fties  happy  Reftoration  feme  Perfons  of 
Note,  who  were  in  great  Place  and  Power 
in  the  Time  of  the  late  Ufurpation,  and  as 
yet  -are  no   fmall  Countenancers  of  thofe 
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Separates,  which  are  again  bufily  endea- 
vouring the  Ruin  of  Monarchy,  to  blaft  and 
vilifie  this  Work  of  the  Monafticons,  have 
malkioufly  given  out„  that  the  Defign  of 
making  it  Publick  by  flie  Prefs,  vv^s  pur- 
pofely  to  difcover  the  Lands  fomctime  be- 
longing to  the  Religious  Houfes  in  this 
Realm,  to  the  Intent,  that  upon  reftoring 
the  Romi/b  Religion,  which  they  would 
have  it  believed  is  much  feigned,  they  might 
return  to  their  former  Superfluous  Ufes. 
I  (hall  therefore  here  make  ^  brief  Digreffi- 
on,  clearly  to  manifeft  the  Falfenefs  and  Ab- 
furdity  of  that  Suggeftion  by  Three  irrefra- 
gable Inftances. 

The  firft  is,  that  a  chief  Promoter  of  the 
Work  was  the  late  Lord  Fairfax,  the  Par- 
liament's General,  in  their  Bloody  Wars 
againft  the  King,  (whom  none  of  that  Party 
did  ever  fufpeft  to  be  Popifhly  affected,) 
allowing  Mr.  Roger  Dodfyecrth  40  /.  per 
Annum  during  his  Life  for  his  Support 
therein,  as  is  very  well  known  5  and  that 
Mr.  'john  RuJJworth,  ( then  his  Secretary ,) 
through  the  inlluence  he  at  that  Time  had 
upon  thofc  who  kept  the  Records  in  the 
Tower  ©f  London,  procured  for  the  laid 
Mr.  Dodfxvorth  and  Mr.  Dugdak  free  Ac- 
cefs  unto  them,  with  Liberty  to  make  Tran- 
icripts  of  whatfoever  did  relate  to  this  Col- 
ledion,  without  Payment  of  any  Fees. 

Next, 
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Next,  that  the  Subftance  of  thefe  CoIIe- 
ftions,  is  the  Foundation  of  Charters  of  / 
what  the  Monafteries  had  upon  their  firfl:  7 
Ereftion,  the  Donation  Charters  in  After- 
timefe,  being  purpofely  omitted,  which 
are  fo  numerous,  that  Twenty  fuch  Vo- 
lumes would  not  contain  them.  Laftly, 
that  had  thofe  Perfons,  who  feem  to  fear 
the  reftoring  of  the  Romifi  Religion,  (  and 
confequently  a  Return  of  thofe  Monaftery 
Lands  to  the  Support  of  fuch  Votaries,  who 
may  betake  themfelves  to  a  Monaftick 
Life, )  a  real  Senfe  thereof  the  proper 
Courfe  to  prevent  a  Difcovery  of  them, 
would  be  to  deftroy  all  fuch  Publick  Re- 
cords and  Memorials  as  fet  them  forth  at 
large,  is  that  general  Survey  in  16  Hen.VlII. 
in  the  Firft-fruits  Office.  So  likewife  thofe 
other  Surveys,  which  upon  the  Ad:  of  Diifo- 
lution,  in  3 1  Hen.VlII.  were  brought  into  the 
Augmentation  Court  5  as  alfo  all  the  Enrol- 
ments of  thofe  Grants  as  have  fince  been 
made  from  the  Crown  for  paffing  them  to 
private  Hands  5  but  I  return. 

Which  firft  Volume  being  finiftied  and 
made  publick  in  Anno  1655,  a  ft°P  was  for 
fome  Years  made  of  Printing  the  other,  un- 
til the  greateft  Part  of  that  was  fold  off, 
whereby  Money  might  be  had  to  proceed 
therewith.  Mr.  Dugdale  therefore  having 
with  no  fmall  Pains  and  Charge  compleated 
his  Collections,  in  order  to  his  defign  d  Hi- 
ftorical  Work,  touching  The  Antiquities  of 
E  War* 
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Warvcickflnre,  was  at  the  whole  Charge  of 
Printing  and  Paper  for  publifhing  thereof* 
and  lying  in  London,  in  order  to  the  cor- 
recting the  Prefs  himfelf,  for  near  one  Year 
and  a  half,  ( the  ordinary  Correftors  being 
not  Skiird  in  the  Pedigrees,  )  at  length, 
fcilt.  in  Anno  1656,  he  expofed  it  to 
Sale. 

In  which  Time  of  his  Refidence  in  L&k* 
don,  meeting  cafually  with  Mr.  John  R&*& 
ing,  a  Nottinghavijlnre  Gentleman,  who 
having  formerly  been  Gierk  of  the  Niji 
Prins  for  the  Midland  Circuit,  (andtvitft 
whom  before  the  Rebellion  he  had  been 
acquainted,  )  he  Friendly  invited  Mr.  Dug- 
"dah  to  his  Houfe  at  Scriveners-Hall,  (  near 
Siher-Jtreet^  with  Promife  to  fhew  'him 
fqme  Old  Manufcript  Books,  Original  Char- 
ters, and  other  Ancient  Writings,  who  dom- 
ing thither  accordingly,  he  brought  forth 
Five  Ancient  Manufcript  Books  in  Folio-, 
which  were  Leiger-Books  of  the  Lands  An- 
ciferitly  given  to  the  Cathedral  of  St.  Paul 
in  London,  and  freely  lent  them  to  him  unr 
til  the  next  enfuing  Michaebnas  Ten%  then 
intimating  that  he  fhould  have  the  Uie  of 
many  more  upon  his  next  Return  to  Lon- 
don. 

But  in  Michaebnas  Term,  when  Mr. 
Dugdale  came  to  reftore  thofe  Books  fo  lent, 
he  found  that  Mr.  Reading  was  dead,  and 
had  Conftituted  one  Mr.  Williams,  (a  Barri- 
fter  at  Law  of  the  Temple, )  his  Executor. 

.  Addref- 
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AddreiTing  himfelf  therefore  to  the  faid 
Mr.  Williams,  and  defiring  a  Sight  of  the 
reft,  he  very  civilly  brought  him  to  Scri- 
veners-Hall, and  there  fhewing  him  many 
other  Old  Manufcript  Books,  Original  Char- 
ters, and  very  Ancient  Writings  in  Bags 
and  Hampers,  all  relating  to  that  great 
Cathedral,  he  freely  lent  them  to  him,  to 
carry  to  his  own  Lodging,  they  amounting 
to  no  lefs  than  Ten  Porters  Burdens.  Ha- 
ving them  therefore  thus  in  his  private  Cu- 
ftody,-  and  beftowing  Pains  to  fort  them 
Into.  Order,  he  made  Extracts  from  them, 
of  what  he  found  Hiftorical  in  Reference 
to  that  Church. 

And  to  rhe  End  the  Memory  of  thofe 
Noble  and  Ancient  Monuments  might  be 
preferved,  (which  were  afterwards  deftroy'd, 
the  Church  being  made  an  Horfe-Garri- 
fon  by  the  late  Rebellious  Ufurpers, )  did 
by  the  Help  and  Favour  of  fundry  worthy 
Perfons,  who  voluntarily  offer'd  to  be  at 
the  Charge  of  thofe  Plates,  in  which  the 
Reprefentaticns  of  them  were  cut  in  Brafs, 
as  alfo  the  lively  Profpefts  of  the  whole 
Fabrick,  ( Infide  and  Outfide,)  accomplish 
the  fame  5  and  having  fuccinftly  framed  an 
Hiftorical  Narrative  of  the  Foundation  and 
.Endowment  thereof,  likewife  of  all  the 
Chantries,  and  what  elfe  was  moft  Memo- 
rable therein,  or  relating  thereto,  made  it 
Publickby  the  Prefs  in  Jjmo  1658. 

E  2  But 
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But  as  the  darkeft  Night  hath  its  Morn- 
ing, fo  it  did  pleafe  Almighty  God  at  laft 
to  put  an  End  to  the  Tyranny  of  thofe  late 
Grand  Ufurpers,  by  the  miraculous  Refto- 
ration  of  our  prefent  Soveraign  King  Charles 
the  Second,  in  the  Year  1660,  which  was 
about  Twelve  Years  after  the  moft  Execra- 
ble Murther  of  his  Royal  Father  of  Bleffed 
Memory. 

So  foon  therefore  as  thofe  who  were  of 
greateft  Truft  with  our  prefent  Sovereign, 
then  beyond  Sea,  did,  by  their  Intelligence 
from  hence,  difcern  in  what  Diftra&ion 
thofe  Ufurpers  then  were,  and  how  that 
all  People  were  weary  of  their  Oppreflions, 
fo  that  the  Time  of  his  moft  happy  Re- 
turn drew  nigh,  to  prevent  the  Importuni- 
ty of  others,  who  aim'd  at  the  Office  of 
isorrcy,  King  of  Arms,  which  was  then 
void  by  the  Removal  of  Sir  Edward  Walker 
unto  the  Office  of  Garter,  Sir  Edward 
Hjde,  Knight,  then  Lord  Chancellor,  ( af- 
terwards Earl  of  Clarendon,  having  feen  the 
Book  of  Warxcickjbire  Antiquities,  and  the 
firft  Volume  of  The  Monafticon  Anglicanum, 
whilft  he  was  with  the  King  in  Foreign 
Parts,  moving  his  Majefty  on  Behalf  of  the 
faid  Mr.  Dugdale  for  that  Place  and  Office 
of  Norrcy,  readily  obtain'd  it,  with  a  Spe- 
cial "Warrant  under  the  Royal  Signet  to 
prepare  a  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  for 
the  fame  ^  which  paffed  accordingly,  bear- 
ing Date  ( after  his  faid  Majefties  happy 

Return) 
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Return,)  upon  the  18th  Day  of  June,  in 
the  1 2th  Year  of  his  Reign,  (Anno,  fcilt. 
1660,  the  Second  Volume  of  the  Monajli- 
con  being  then  in  the  Prefs,  and  publifhed 
the  next  Year  following,  viz.  Anno  1661. 

Soon  after  which,  fcilt.  in  Anno  1662, 
came  out  of  the  Prefs  his  Hiftorical  Work 
of  Imbanking  and  Draining  the  Fenns  and 
Marfies  of  this  Kingdom,  (adorned  with 
fundry  exact  Maps  of  the  Parts  and  Places 
fo  drained)  deduced  from  Publick  Records, 
and  Ancient  Manufcripts,  at  the  Inftance  of 
the  Lord  Gorges,  Sir  John  Marjbam,  Baro- 
net, and  others  who  were  Adventurers  in 
that  Coftly  and  Laudable  Work,  for  drain- 
ing the  great  Level,  which  extends  itfelf 
into  a  confiderable  Part  of  the  Counties  of 
Cambridge,  Huntingdon,  Northampton,  Nor- 
folk, and  Suffolk. 

After  which  having,  in  his  many  Years 
Labour  in  Search  of  Records  for  thofe  his 
Works  already  publifhed,  taken  Notes  of 
the  Lord  Chancellors  of  England,  Lord 
Treafurers,  Mafters  of  the  Roils,  Judges  of 
all  the  Courts  in  Wejlminfler-Hall  Kings 
Attorneys  and  Sollicitors,  and  Serjeants  at 
Law,  likewife  of  the  Antiquities  of  our 
Laws,  Courts  of  Juflice,  as  alio  or  :he 
Inns  of  Court  and  Chancery  for  Students  in 
that  Excellent  Profeffion,  he  Compile  that 
Hiftorical  Work,  intituled,  Originc;  Juri- 
diciales^  (adorned  with  exact  Cuts  in  cop- 
per Plates  of  the  Arms  in  the  Wiktows  of 

ail 
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all  the  Inns  of  Court,  and  Serjeants  Inns, ) 
which  was  made  Publick  by  the  Prefs  in  An- 
no 1666. 

And  having  been  much  importun'd  by  the 
late  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  (Dr.  Sheldon,) 
and  the  then  Lord  Chancellor,  (Earl  of 
Clarendon,)  to  perfed  that  Collection,  be- 
gun by  the  Learned  Sir  Henry  Spelman, 
Knight,  of  his  intended  Second  Volume  of 
The  Provincial  Councils  here  in  England,  ma- 
king diligent  Search  for  fuch  Materials  as 
might  be  found  in  the  Famous  Cottonian  Li- 
brary, or  otherwife,  did  make  Tranfcripts 
thereof,  and  fitted  them  for  the  Prefs,  the 
whole  Volume  amounting  to  full  Two  Hun- 
dred Sheets  in  Folio  $  all  whereof,  except 
Fifty  and  Seven,  were  totally  of  his,  the 
laid' Mr.  Dugdale\  Collection, 

So  likewiie  for  the  whole  Gloflary  of  that 
Learned  Knight,  whereof  the  Manufcript 
Copy  (written  by  Sir  Henrys  own  Hand) 
was  not  at  all  ordered  for  the  Prefs,  much 
of  it  being  loofcly  written,  and  with  Obfer- 
vations,  and  with  fundry  Bills  of  Paper 
pinn'd  thereto,  which  he  took  Pains  to  d  f- 
ppfe  of  imp  proper  Order,  tranfcribing 
many  of  thofe  loofe  Papers,  marking  what 
was  proper  to  difference  the  Character,  and 
fo  brought  it  to  the  Prefs:  Both  which 
Works  were  alio  publifhed  in  the  fame  Year, 
i666y  without  any  Alteration  from  Sir 
-Hemys  Copy,  as  by  fome  hath  been  igno- 
rantly  furmiied. 

Having 
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Having  likewife  in  this  Courfe  of  ha 
Coileftibns  made  at  Oxford,  i„  the  Time  of 
the  Rebellion,   extracted  from  fundrv  m! 
nnfcripts   divers  Notes  rdatingto  the  Anci- 
ent Nobility  of  this  Real  m  .    ^  not  ££' 
ignorant  that  thofe  Volumes  of  the  Monafif- 
con :  would  yield  a  multitude  of  good  Mate- 
mis,  in  order  to  an  Hiftorical  Work  of  the 
Baronage   he  thought  fit  to  go  again  to  the 
Tower,  Exchequer,   and  Office  of  Rolls  i„ 
Lhancery-Lam,    as    alfo  the   ArchbihW* 
Principal  Regilier,   and  Regifters  of  the 
Freroganve  Court  of  Canterbury ,  for  Will* 
and  Teftaments,    Difpenfations  for  M1rri_ 
ages,  pc.  whence,  and  from  many  Choke 
Manujmptsm  private  Hands,  Monumental 
inscriptions,  and  other  Authorities,  (which 

fu  2  KgfCat  Part  0f  Thirt7  *****  Labour 
he  had I  been  gathering,)  at  length  he  com. 
piled  that  large  Work  in  Two  Volumes  Fof 
intituled,  The  Baronage  of  England 

In  making  of  which  Collections  he  omit, 
ted  nothing  of  Conference  which  related 
tothe  ioundation  and  Endowment  of  the 
Cathedral  and  Collegiate  Churches  of  Eng- 
land and  (fales,  confuting  of  Secular  Ca- 
nons, nor  what  he  could  elfe  obferve  con. 
cermng  the  Monafieries,  to  the  end  that 
!    &rar,gv,be  made  Ufe  0f  as  Additaments 

puhhffid  ail   thofe  Additaments,   together 
with  what  he  had  fo  collecied  for  tho4  Ca 
thedrals,    and  Collegiate  Churches,  be 

fpecined  ; 
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fpecified  :  But  thofe  Volumes  of  the  Baro- 
nage hanging  long  at  the  Prefs,  came  not 
out  till  the  Years  1675  and  1676. 

Towards  the  End  of  which  laft  mention- 
ed Year,  (fcilt.  1676,)  20th  February,  Sir 
Edward  Walker,  Garter  Principal  King  of 
Arms,  departed  this  Life,  the  faid  Mr. 
Dugdale  being  then  at  his  Houfe  in  Warwick- 
jlnre,  whereupon  much  Difpute  grew  be- 
twixt the  Right  Honourable  Henry,  then 
Earl  of  Norwich,  (afterwards  Duke  of  Nor- 
folk,)  as  Earl-Marfhal  of  England,  and  the 
King,  touching  the  Nomination  of  the  Per- 
fon  unto  whom  his  Majefty  fhould,  by  his 
Letters  Patents,  grant  that  Office  3  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Garter,  on  the  King's 
Behalf,  ftrenuoufly  infilling  upon  his  Maje- 
fty's  Right  to  nominate,  by  Reafon  that  the 
faid  Office  of  Garter  was  an  Employment 
chiefly  relating  to  that  Honourable  Order, 
for  attending  at  all  Inftallations,  and  Fefti- 
vals,.  and  performing  other  Services  unto 
the  Sovereign,  and  Knights  Companions 
thereof. 

The  Earl,  on  his  Part,  as  Earl-Marfhal, 
and  chief  Super-intendant  of  the  Office, 
and  Office  of  Arms,  alledging  the  Ufage  of 
his  Predeceilbrs  in  that  Honourable  Office 
of  Earl  Marlhal,  to  recommend  and  nomi- 
nate to  the  King,  upon  the  Death  or  Vacan- 
cy of  any  King  of  Arms,  Herald  or  Purfe- 
vant,  fuch  Perfon  and  Perfons  to  fupply  the 

Place 
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Place  as  he  (hould  think  moft  fit  for  that 
Service. 

In  which  Conteft,  one  Sir  William  How- 
ard, Knight,  (a  Perfon  very  well  qualified 
with  Learning  in  all  Points  of  Honour  and 
Arms,)  having  obtained  the  Favour  of  di- 
vers Noblemen  to  move  the  King  on  his 
Behalf,  his  Majefty  inclined  much  to  him  $ 
and  the  Earl  of  Norwich  (on  the  other 
Part)  accounting  it  a  Derogation  to  his  Of- 
fice of  Earl-Marihal  to  be  refus'd  the  like 
Priviledgc  as  his  PredecefTors  therein  had 
been  permitted  to  enjoy  5  for  which  he  pro- 
duced fome  late  Precedents,  but  acknow- 
ledging that  he  had  nothing  to  do  as  to 
any  Super-intendency  over  him  as  an  Offi- 
cer of  the  Garter  5  nevcrthelefs,  that  as 
Garter  is  Principal  King  of  Anns,  he  is 
Subordinate  to  his  Authority  :  The  King 
at  length  asking  him  whom  he  had  a  Defire 
to  recommend?  He  prefently  named  Mr. 
Dugdale,  whereupon  his  Majefty  immedi- 
ately replied,  Naj,  then  I  am  content. 

Whereupon  the  Earl-Marfhal  caus'd  his 
Secretary  to  advertife  Mr.  Dugdale  thereof 
by  the  Poft  that  Night,  (he  being  then  in 
Warmckjlrire^)  and  earneftly  to  prefs  his 
fpeedy  coming  up  to  London. 
*  Which  News  not  a  little  fur  prizing  him, 
being  To  far  from  any  Thoughts  thereof, 
that  upon  fome  Letters  from  certain  Honou- 
rable Perfons,  upon  the  Death  of  Sir  Ed- 
ward Walter,  earneftly  importuning  hi» 
£'  fpeedy 
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fpeedy  Repair  to  London,  in  order  to  his 
obtaining  that  Office,  [which,  as  he  was 
the  next  King  of  Arms,  to  whom  it  pro- 
perly belong  d,  and  the  moft  Ancient  Offi- 
cer in  the  Colledgc  of  Arms,  then  living, 
by  above  Twenty  Years  than  any  other, 
none  could  pretend  to  lb  fair  a  Claim,)  he 
.cxcufed  himfelf  in  Refpeft  of  his  Age. 

But  after  ferious  Confideration  what  to 
refolve  on  therein,  having  a  far  greater 
Defire  to  wave  it  than  otherwife,  he  grew 
doubtful  whether  it  might  not  be  ill  taken  by 
the  King,  that  his  Majefty  fo  freely  affent- 
ing  to  the  Earl-Marlhafs  Recommendation  of 
him,  he  'fliould  refufe  what  was  thus  intend- 
ed him  as  a  Favour:  x\nd  fearing  alfo  the 
Earl-Marfhal's  Difpleafure,  in  Cafe  he  fhould 
not  comply  with  him  therein  j  at  length  con- 
cluding with  himfelf,  that  it  was  by  God 
Almighty's  Difpofal  thus  caft  upon  him, 
■Vhofe  Great  and  Wonderful  Providence 
extendeth  to  the  very  leaft  of  all  Humane 
Anions,)  herefolved  to  accept  it,  and  within 
k\v  Days  after  rode  up  to  London  according- 
iv,  being  there  welcomed  by  the  Eari-Mar- 
fhal  with  very  Noble  Expreffions  for  thus 
complying  with  him  therein. 

Whereupon  he  paffed  his  Patent  under 
the  Great  Seal  for  that  Office  of  Garter  up- 
on the  26th  of  April,  Anno  1677,  and 
afterwards,  fcilicet,  on  Tkurjday,  being  the 
24thofjM>7,  (Afcenfwn-DayJ  wasfolemn- 
iy  created  into  that  Office  at  the  Colledge 

of 
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of  Arms  by  the  Earl  of  Peterborough,  who 
then  exercifed  the  Office  of  Earl-Marfhal 
as  Deputy  to  the  Earl  of  Norvrich,  by  Vir- 
tue of  his  Majefty's  immediate  Warrant  for 
that  Purpofe,  and  the  Day  following,  (viz. 
Friday,  the  25th  of  May,)  being  brought 
before  the  King  in  the  Old  Bed-Chamber  at 
White-Hall  by  the  faid  Earl-Marfhal,  re- 
ceived the  Honour  of  Knighthood,  (much 
againft  his  Will  by  Reafon  of  his  fmall  E- 
ftate,)  at  which  Time  his  Majefty  put  the 
Badge  of  the  Order,  hung  in  a  Chain  of 
Gold,  (ufually  worn  by  Garter,  King  of 
Arms,)  about  his  Neck. 

After  which,  upon  the  Firft'Day  of  June 
next  enfuing,  in  a  Solemn  Chapter  held  by 
the  Sovereign,  and  divers  Knights,  Compa- 
nions in  the  Red-Room  at  White-Hall,  he 
took  his  Oath  as  Garter,  kneeling  by  the 
King,  which  was  adminiftred  to  him  by  Setb, 
Bilhop  of  Saliflmry,  as  Chancellor  of  that 
moft  Noble  Order. 

As  to  the  Exercife  of  his  Office  of  Nor roy, 
when  he  was  Provincial  King  of  Arms  for 
the  Northern  Parts  of  this  Realm,  the 
Books  of  his  Vifitations  of  the  feveral  Coun- 
ties of  Derby,  Nottingham,  Stafford,  Che- 
Jier,  Lane  after  y  Torkjlnre,  Bifheprick  of 
Durham,  Northumberland,  Cumberland,  Weft- 
morland,  under  his  Charge,  remaining  in  the 
Office  of  Arms,  will  fufficicntly  manifeft  his 
Care  and  Diligence  therein,  by  taking  ex- 
ad  Notice  of  all  Collaterals,  viz.  Uncles, 
F  2  Aunts, 
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Aunts,  Brothers  and  Sifters,  in  the  Dcfccnts 
by  him  entred. 

Likewife  in  publickly  difclaiming  fuch 
as  took  upon  them  the  Titles  of  Efq^  or 
Gentlemen,  without  juft  Right,  and  faith- 
fully regiftring  the  Arms  of  all  fuch  as  could 
inanifeft  any  juftifiable  Right  thereto. 

Alio  in  defacing  fuch  Tablets  of  Arms  as 
he  found  in  any  Churches,  or  other  Publick 
.Places,  as  were  Fi&itious^  and  pulling 
down  feveral  Atchievements  irregularly, 
and  againft  the  Law  of  Arms  hung  up  in 
any  Churches  or  Chapels  within  the  Pre- 
ein&s  of  his  Province  5  the  Particulars 
whereof  are  fully  exprefs'd  in  that  large 
Book  in  the  Office  of  Arms,  covered  with 
Ruffec  Leather,  call'd,  The  Earl-MarJbaPs 
Book,  which  containeth  fundry  Orders  of 
the  Earl-Marfhal  of  England,  and  Lord 
Commiffioners  for  the  Exercife  of  that  Of- 
fice, with  other  Memorials  of  Note. 

And  farther,  to  vindicate  the  juft  Rights 
of  his  faid  Office,  commene'd  a  Suit  at  the 
Common  Law  againft  one  Randal  Holme,  a 
Painter  in  the  City  of  Chejler,  who  had 
boldly  taken  upon  him  to  invade  his  Office 
ofNorroj,  by  preparing  Atchievements  for 
the  Funeral  of  Sir  Ralph  Ajhton  of  Middle- 
ton,  in  the  County  of  Lancajler,  Knight, 
and  given  Dire&ion  for  a  Funeral  Proceed- 
ing at  the  Solemnity  thereof  5  whereupon  he 
had  a  Verdict  againft  him,  the  faid  Holm, 
at  the  General  Affizes  held  at  Stafford  in 
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March,  Anno  1667,  recovering  good  Dam- 
mages,  and  Cofts  of  Suit. 

Divers  Atchievenaents  alfo  fet  up  in  fun- 
dry  Churches  within  his  (aid  Province  of 
]sJorroyy  contrary  to  the  Law  of  Arms,  by 
the  laid  Holme  the  Painter,  he  pulled 
down  and  defaced,  viz.  in  the  City  of  C  be- 
tter, at  Budvcortb,  Nether-Pever^  Hoot  on  in 
Win  all,  (aH  *n  Cbejlnre,)  Biddidpb  in  Staf- 
fordjlnre  3  as  aifo  at  Chirke  in  North-W(iles  5 
and  likewife  defaced  many  Fiftitious  Arms 
which  he  found  engraved  on  Tomb-ftones  at 
Vevocafik  upon  Tine,  ill  Northumberland,  of  all 
which  Particulars  Mention  is  made  in  the 
faid  Regifter-Book,  called,  The  Earl-t\lar- 
fiaVs  Booh 

The  Printed  Books,  by  him  given  to  the 
Heralds-Office,  are  thefe,  viz.  (1.)  The  Anti- 
quities of  Wdrmckfbire  Illuftrated.  (  2 .)  The 
Monajficon  Anglicamnn  in  Three  Volumes. 
(3.)  The  Hiftory  of  St.  Paul's  Cathedral. 
(4.)  The  Hiftory  of  Imbanking  and  Drain- 
ing the  Fenns.  (5.)  His  Book,  Intituled, 
Origines  Juridiciaks.  (6.)  His  Two  Vo- 
lumes of  The  Baronage  o/England. 

Of  Manujcripts  ihzfe,  one  large  Volume 
of  the  Arms  and  Monuments  in  the  Cathe- 
dral of  Tork,  and  divers  other  Churches  in 
that  County,  lively  prick'd  with  a  Pen, 
(by  Mr.  Gregory  King,  then  his  Clerk,  fince 
Rouge  Dragon  Purfevant  of  Arms,)  and  the 
Epitaphs  tranfcribed  according  to  the  very 
Letter  of  each,  all  Bound  in  Ruffet  Lea- 
ther. 

Another 
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Another  Mamifcript  Book,  containing  a 
Tranfcript  of  Three  Old  Vifitations,  which 
are  not  in  the  Herald*  s-Ojflce,  viz.  of  Lan- 
cajbire,  in  King  Henry  the  Vllf  s  Time  3 
Staffordjlnre,  in  Queen  Elizabeth's  Time^ 
and  Northumberland,  in  the  Time  of  King 
James,  Bound  alfo  in  RufTet  Leather. 

Another  Mamifcript  Book,  covered  with 
Vellum,  and  now  marked  L.  12.  con- 
taining divers  Arms  in  Colours  of  Foreign 
Kings  and  Princes,  Britifi  Kings,  Ancient 
Englifi  Nobility,  with  their  Crefts,  Sup- 
porters and  Badges  5  as  alfo  Arms  of  the 
Scottip  and  Irifi  Nobility,  the  Arms  of  the 
Herald*  s-Ojfice,  and  of  the  Three  Kings  of 
Arms,  Badges  of  divers  Noblemen,  with 
feveral  other  Things  of  Note,  and  Pedigrees 
of  divers  Noble  Families. 

By  the  Procurement  alfo  of  the  faid  Mr. 
Dug  dale  were  thofe  Mamifcript  Books,  con- 
taining Copies  and  Eixtra&s  from  divers 
publick  Records,  given  to  the  Herald*  s-Of- 
fice  by  Thomas  Povey,  Efq^  now  one  of  the 
Matters  of  the  Requefts. 

So  likewifc  were  all  thofe  Manufcript 
Books,  and  Printed  Books  relating  to  Hifto- 
ry  and  Genealogy,  which  were  likewife  be- 
llowed on  the  faid  Office  by  the  now  Duke 
of  Norfolk  in  Anno  1678. 

The  faid  Mr.  Dugdale  was  alfo  the  chief 
Promoter  of  the  Saxon  Dictionary,  Compi- 
led by  Mr.  William  Somner,  late  of  the  City 
of  Canterbury,  deceafed,  and  Printed  at  Ox- 
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ford  in  Anno  1 6  59,  unto  whom,  in  order  to 
his  accomplifhing  that  Elaborate  Work,  he 
contributed  a  large  Alphabetical  Collection 
of  Saxon  Words  made  by  himfelf,  which 
Colleftion  is  amongft  his  own  Manufcript 
Books  5  forae  Acknowledgment  whereof 
Mr.  Somner  hath  made  under  the  Word 
SIPEROCA. 

After  all  this  it  muft  not  be  forgotten, 
that  the  faid  Mr.  Dug  dale,  having  taken  fpe- 
cial  Notice  of  the-  Rife,  Growth,  and  Fatal 
Miie  of  the  late  Horrid  Rebellion,  begun 
by  the  Scots  in  Anno  1639,  and  afterwards 
profecuted  by  the  Englijb,  through  the  In- 
fluence of  a  Malevolent  Party  in  the  late 
Long  Parliament  of  King  Charles  the  Firft, 
which  began  at  Wejl?ninjler  3d  November, 
1640,  of  which  he  did  compofe  a  Succinft 
Hiftory  in  Folio,  extending  the  fame  unto 
the  Happy  Reftoration  of  our  prefent  Sove- 
reign King  Charles  the  Second,  Anno,  fcilt. 
1660,  which  he  did  never  defign  to  be 
made  Publick  by  the  Prefs  whilft  he  lived, 
was,  at  the  Importunity  of  fome  Honoura- 
ble Perfons,  (who  thought  the  publilhing 
of  it  fooner  very  feafonable,)  prevailed  with 
him  to  print  it  at  Oxford  in  Anno  1681. 

Since  which,  fcihcet,  in  Anno  1682,  he 
hath  alfo  publiihed  a  Brief  Difcourfe  in 
Otlavo,  Intituled,  The  Ancient  Ufage  in 
bearing  of  Amis,  printed  likewile  at  Oxford 5 
unto  which  he  hath  annexed  a  Catalogue  of 
the  Evglijl)  Nobility  and  Bifhops^  as  alfo 

of 
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of  thfe  Baronets  from  the  firft  Rife  of  that 
Dignity,  in  9  Jacobi  Regis,  to  that  prefcnt 
Year.  - 

Befides  thefe  already  Publifhed;  he  had 
made  ready  for  the  Prefs  Choice  Collections 
from  our  Publick  Records  of  all  Summons 
to  Parliament  of  the  Nobility,  'beginning 
with  that  in  ^yHen.  III.  and  extending  to  th  at 
began  at  Oxford,  21  '"Mar tit,  1680,  and 
made  Publick  by  the  Prefs  in  Anno  1^85. 

Alfo  a  fhort  Hiftorical  Account  of  fitch 
Marks  and  Enfigns  of  Honour  as  are  com- 
monly called  Arms,  fhewing  their  Original, 
True  Ufe,  and  the  Ancient  Practice  in  bear- 
ing them.  Whereimto  are  added  certain 
brief  Obfervations  touching  the  Antiquity 
of- Heralds-,  their  Imployments,  Rights,  Pri- 
viledges  and  Succefiioii,  deduced  from  fun- 
dry  Authentkk  Memorials,  and  other  Au- 
thorities. 

Befides  his  Hiftorical  Difcourfe  of  the 
Ancient  Family  of  Haftings,  Earls  of  Hun- 
tingdon, already  publilhed  in  the  firft  Vo- 
lume of  the  Baronage  of  England,  he  com- 
pofed  a  fir  more  large  Hiftory  of  that  Ho- 
nourable Family*,  from  the  Authority  of 
publick  Records,  and  a  multitude  of  Char- 
ters and  Evidences  in  the  Cuftody  of  Tbeo- 
fbilttl,  now  Earl  of  Huntingdon. 

The  like  for  the  Family  of  Maners,  Earl 
of 'Rutland 3  as  alfo  of  the  Antient  Lords  of 
the  Honour  of  Belvoir,  (their  principal 
Ssat  j)  fo  likcv/uc  of  the  Vernons,  and  other 
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more  Ancient  Lords  of  that  great  Mannor 
of  Haddon,  in  the  Peak  of  Derbyjbire,  the 
prefent  Inheritance  of  John  Earl  of  Rialand^ 
but  the  Papers  are  not  yet  deliver  d  to 
them. 

Unto  60  Fair  Volumes  of  Elaborate  Col- 
le&ions  from  Records,  by  the  late  Learned 
and  Induftrious  Antiquary,  Sir  Jo.  Knivetony 
(  now  in  the  Cuftody  of  Cbriftopher,  Lord 
Hat  ton,)  ho  made  perfed  Indexes,  referring 
the  Names  of  all  Perfons  and  Places  to  the 
refpedive  Countries  $  all  which  are  in  num- 
ber 26,  thin  Folio's,  covered  with  Blue 
Paper,  befides  thofe  to  Leland's  Itinerary 
&  CuUeSanea. 

To  the  feveral  Volumes  of  mod  of  our 
Ancient  Englifi  Hiltoriographers  which  are 
publifli'din  Print,  viz.  Mathexv  Pzris,  Ma- 
thevo  Weftminfter,  Roger  HovecUn,  Henry 
Huntendony  Ethelvoard,  and  Ingulphus,  to- 
gether with  Thomas  of  Walfmgham,  he 
hath  made  certain  Indexes  for  his  own 
Ufe. 

He  alfo  compofed  divers  Genealogick  Ta- 
bles of  the  Kings  and  Ancient  Mobility  of 
this  Realm,  extraftcd  from  our  Old  Hi- 
ftoriographers,  quoting  the  particular  folio's 
for  Proof :  The  like  of  the  King  and  Prin- 
cipal Nobility  of  Scotland  all  bound  up  in 
One  Volume  of  RufFet  Leather. 

The  like  alfo  of  the  other  Kings  of  Chri- 

ftendom,   and  great  Families  of  Germany, 
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extrafted  from  their  beft  Hiftoriographers 

and  Genealogies. 

His  Collections  of  Materials  from  the  Re- 
cords in  the  Tower  of  London,  the  -Rolls  of 
Chancery-Lane,  the  treasury  of  the  Exche- 
quer, the  King's  Remembrancer's  Office, 
and  other  Places  £  as  alfo  from  Leiger- Books 
and  Ancient  Manufcripts  in  the  Famous  Cot- 
tonian  and  Bodleian  Libraries  5  likewife 
from  a  Multitude  of  Original  Charters,  of 
which  he  did  make  Ufe  in  Compiling  his 
Hiftorical  Work  of  Warmckfiire  Antiqui- 
ties, and  the  Baronage  of  England,  all  ga- 
thered and  written  with  his  own  Hand, 
and  are  in  Number  no  iefs  than  Twenty- 
feven  Volumes  in  Folio  \  all  which,  to  be 
preierved  for  Pofterity,  he  hath  given  by 
his  laft  Will  and  Tcftament  to  the  Uni- 
verfity  of  Oxford,  to  be  kept,  as  alfo  Six- 
teen other?,  (fome  written  alfo  with  his  own 
Hand, )  in  a  Prefs  made  purpofely  for  them 
in  that  new  Building,  called  Mufaum  Afimo- 
leanum,  near  to  the  Famous  Theatre  lately 
there  Ereftcd. 

At  length  this  moft  Induftrious  Perfoft 
contrafting  a  great  Cold  at  Blythe-Hall,  by 
attending  too  much  his  Worldly  Concerns, 
died  thereof  in  his  Chair.,  about  One  of  the 
Clock  in  the  Afternoon  of  the  10th  Day  of 
February,  (  S.  Scholaftica\  Day,  )  Anno  1685, 
whereupon  his  Body  being  conveyed  to  the 
Parochial  Church  of  Shuftoke,  was  on  the 
1 2th  of  the  fame  Month  Depofited  in  a 

Stone 
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Stone  Coffin,  in  a  little  Vault,  which  he 
fcefore  had  caufed  to  be  made  under  the 
North  Side  of  the  Chancel.  It  was  laid 
near  another  Stone-Coffin  in  the  faid  Vault, 
containing  the  Remains  of  his  then  late 
Wife,  to  whom  he  had  been  Married  almoft 
FiftjMiine  Years. 

Over  the  faid  Vault  is  a  large  and  ftrong 
Tomb  of  Free-Stone,  in  Form  of  an  Altar, 
with  his  Arras  impaling  his  Wife's,  carved 
on  the  Side  thereof  ^  and  above  it,  in  the 
Wall,  is  fixed  a  Tablet  of  White-Marble, 
bordered  with  the  like  Free-Stone,  well 
wrought  with  fair  Mouldings  ^  on  which 
is  the  following  Infcription,  viz.
